Sir ( Jin*. mike's C'nndldnlure, 

London, May 21. — Thousands p£ the 
Chelsea electors arc signing a memorial ad- 
dressed to Sir Charles Dilke, urging him to 
resume public life. Not alone the Liberals, 
who might naturally he expected to support 
their former idol, hut a surprisingly large 
number of Conservatives are among the 
signers of the address. The Conservatives, 
who have appended their names to the 
document, explain that they are opposed, 
on general principles, to the ostracism of 
statesmen en purely social grounds. The 
publication of the memorial is expected to 
cause a fresh outbreak of virulence against 
Dilke, and a renewal of the efforts of his 
friends on his behalf. The general public 
are weary of the periodical recurrence of 
commont on this old scandal, though every- 
body admits that the reappearance of Dilke 
in parliament would add greatly to the 
strength of the Liberal party in that body, 

Fight with the HIHiary. 

Berlin, May 2L — A number of soldiers 
were rollicking in the streets of one of 
the suburbs yosleiNiay evening, when they 
quarrelled with a. party of workmen oil 
their way home, whom they had provoked 
by their jeers and brutality. A tight fol- 
lowed, and increased in violence so 
that the police were unable to stop it. 
The cavalry was summoned to the scene 
and charging into the thick of the tight, 
succeeded in separating the combatants. 
Two brothers named Luder, were killed 
in the nielec, and a workman died after 
his removal to a hospital, from a stab 
wound. Many of both sides were injured. 
The collision was one of the most desperate 
which has occurred between military and 
civilians in recent years, and lias created 
much ill-feeling, more especially as the 
soldiers were the aggressors, and peaceable 
workmen tho victims. 

ltii»sln Covets More Territory. 

.St. Peteksuurc, May 21.— A party of 
scientists have left Samaround to explore 
Bokhara and Kafirstan, at least that's the 
official version o* - '■■ errand. The real 
purpose ol uie expeui<j>,?.'is beliow.d to bo a 
political one. The Czar covets the ricli and 
feebly governed region to the south-west of 
Sumarcand, and there will hardly be a doubt 
that it will eventually fall into his hands. 
The present expedition is probably intended 
togfurnish more trustworthy and accurate 
information than is now available in regard 
to this remote and littl« explored country. 

Extradition Proceedings. 

Berlin, May 21.— Russia has granted 
the tequest of the German government for 
the extradition of Hei r Innigklaus, a bank- 
er of Stettin, who recently iled to avoid 
arrest for fraudulent transactions in that 
city. Innigklaus had succeeded in reach- 
ing Tillis, where he considered himself safe, 
owing to the remoteness of the locality and 
the uncertainty of extradition proceedings 
between the Kussian and German govern- 
ments. 

Frightful Triple Harder. 

Buda Pesth, May 21.— Joseph Letai, a 
farmer living near Eradony, Hungary, 
killed his three children yesterday, by 
crushing in their skulls with a spade. Ho 
then attempted to commit suicide by shoot- 
ing himself ; but failing in this lie finally 
hanged himself to a door post. Sudden in- 
sanity is supposed to he the explanation of 
the t ragedy. 

Dcvnatol by Firr. 

W ausaw, May 21. — -The town of Row- 
no, Valhynia, has been devasted by (ire, 
The conflagration was aided in its speed 
by a strong gale, and before it had been 
cheeked seven hundred persons out, of a 
population of about six thousand, had 
beeii tendered homeless. 

M'Krlcn and Dillon's Ball. 

Dublin, May 21.— The Tippcrary court 
having refused to remit the bail forfeited by 
Dillon and O'Brien, lias consented, with the 
assent of the Crown, to reduce the amount 
one-half, in view of the subsequent surrender 
of the prisoners. 

A New Scandal Brewing. 

London, May 21. — A new scandal is 
brewing, and again a member of Parliament 
is the central figure in the case. A prom- 
inent Welsh member of tho House of Com- 
mons is about to seek a divorce from his 
wife, who is as prominent in social circles as 
her spouse is m political. The ground 
alleged for the divorce is adultery, but the 
fair respondent will make counter charges 
which, if .sustained, will put a black mark 
on the escutcheon of the petitioner. 
The case not having actually been 
placed on the court records, no mention 
of names is permissible under the English 
libel laws, but the identity ot tho parties is 
a matter of common gossip. 

The Liverpool Harder, 

Liviiui'oin,, lytay 21.— The toils are clos- 
ing in on Jno. Conway, the fireman arrested 
for the murder of a 1>oy, whoso mutilated 
body was found in a bug floating in the 
water on Tuesday. A cabman bus identi- 
fied Conway as a man whom he drove on 
Monday night down to the buy. Conway 
had with him a sailor's h.ig, and tho Cabman 
believed he boarded a ferry steamer.

The T.nr Hunt Question. 

A despatch from Tacotrm says: — A now 
phase has made its appearance in the mat- 
ter of Sound towage. It is evident that 
the, British tugboat owners are trying 
every available means to secure a share 
of tho business now monopolized by the 
Paget Sound Tugboat Association without 
being lined for transgressing tlio law. The 
problem has in part been solved in that 
foreign tugs, if they cannot bring ships in 
cannot be prevented from taking them out. 
The first instance occurred Tuesday when the 
British tug Pilot came in and towed out the 
ship Favonius. The tug cleared from Vic- 
toria for Tacoma, which was her right, and 
then cleared from Tacoma to Victoria ant 
her way towed tho Favonius to t 
hound for Europe. No law was violated, 
and the tugboat combine had to look on and 
swallow their indignation. To further add 
to the aggravation, it was current on tho 
water front to-day, that all ships that will 
be chartered to carry the coming wheat 
crop will be instructed to clear for Royal 
Roads, in British Columbia witters, so that 
they may use British tow boat3 to bring 
them to Seattle or Tacoma, tinder the pro 
vision of the law that allows a foreign vessel 
to be towed by a foreign tug from tho waters 
of a foreign country into this. All of this 
mano'vering is to escape the high rates 
charged by the Sound Tugboat Association. 
If carried out as projected, the scheme will 
undoubtedly break the combine.

Second Day's Proceedings — Laymen 
and Ministers in Joint Session. 
First Draft of Stations. 



Rev- Coverdale Watson Elected Presi- 
dent, but Declines for Cogent 
Reasons- 
Election of Officers— Stirring' Address 
by the General Superintendent 
The Day's Work. 

After devotional exoroises, lusting about 
an hour and a half, Rev. A. Carman, D. D., 
General Superintendent, by request of the 
President, took the chair of Conference, in 
Pandora avenue church. The cull of the 
roll showed thut two clerical and seven lay 
delegates were absent. 

The election of officers was then proceed- 
ed with by ballot, Rev. C. Watson being 
elected President on the third ballot, tbc 
vote standing Rev. C. Watson 24, Rev. J. 
P. Betts IS. On Mr. Watson being called 
to the chair he brielly returned thanks for 
the honor that had been conferred upon 
him, at the same time stating that it was 
impossible for him to undertake the impor- 
tant duties of the Presidential ollice, in view 
of the increased burdens which had been en- 
tailed upon him in connection with the new 
Pandora avenue church. 

The ballot was again passed and Rev. J. 
P, Betts declared elected. Kev. James H. 
White having been elected Conference Sec- 
retary, nominated Rev. C. M. Tate and S. 
Gough, assistant Secretaries, with Rev. 1). 
Jennings, Journal Secretary. 

Rev. Mr. Letts, having acknowledged the 
honor done him, 

The General Superintendent in a most 
appropriate address, advocated greater 
sympathy among the members and attach- 
ment to the polity of the Church. Having 
dwelt upon the most salient points in con- 
nection with other Churches, ho said that if 
the Methodist theology had any excellency 
it was in presenting the total and complete 
depravity of man on the one hand and the 
fullness and freeness of the Balvation pro- 
vided in Christ on the other. He enlarged 
upon the advantages which accrued from 
mutual helpfulness among the different de- 
nominations, and laid special stress on the 
special privileges of the Methodist system. 
In bis opinion this conference was an 
especially important one in view of the vast 
expansion that this country was rescieving. 
He drew a parallel between the mission of 
those two contemporaries, John Wesley and 
James Watt, tho one the father of modern 
evangelism and the otherthe fatherof modern 
locomotion. The responsibilities of the 
British Columbia conference were immense, 
this being the gateway of Canada's great 
international highway. He regarded these 
transcontinental lines and great ships not 
alone from a business point of view, but as 
an important means of spreading the king- 
dom of Christ. This was u great country, 
but its moral greatness must not be neglect- 
ed. He advocated attention to the moral 
greatness of the country by the improve- 
ment of the Sabbath laws and the laws re- 
straining the sale of liquor. He thanked 
God for the enterprise of this country and 
would pray Cod to send increased popula- 
tion, but not faster than it could be har- 
vested for Christ. He wished to see Chris- 
tian electricity galvanizing the heathen 
corpses that met us here into life, and trust- 
ed the Church would take a decided stand 
on the great moral questions of the day. 
He deprecated the divisions of Protestant- 
ism, and pointed out the great work which 
united effort would accomplish. 

The hours of conference having been fixed 
at from 9 a.m. to noon and from 2p.m. to 
5:30,

FINE LOBSTER BEDS- 

Au Important Discovery Which May Prove of 
Great Value to the H. 0. Fisheries. 

(Special to tho Colonist.) 
Nkw Wkstmixsthh, Moy21. — Jas. Corcor- 
an, managing director of the new Canadian Pa- 
cific Lumber Co., and A. McLaughlin, of 
the same Company, returned to-day from 
Sechelt, where they went to inspect timber 
limits. Being wind-bound at Keats Island, 
they passed the time fishing, and while dig- 
ging for bait in the sand, near low water 
mark, turned up three young lobsters about 
four inches long, the first of the species ever 
seen in li. C. waters. Johnston, the man 
who owns the sloop, is a Newfoundlander, 
and has been in the fishingbusinessallbislife, 
He pronounced the shore of Keats Island a 
lobster breeding ground, and is confident 
that immense lobster beds are on the coast 
if they can only he discovered. It is be- 
lieved, however, the young Crustacea are 
the product of the lobsters placed in Puget 
Sound by Judge Swan, of the U.S. Fisheries 
commission, and which have worked north. 
The lobsters died before the party reached 
W eslihinster, hut they have been preserved. 
The fisheries officials are delighted with tho 
discovery, ami the shore of Keats 
Island will probably be declared a fisheries 
reserve without loss of time. 

THE DAVIS SHOE FAILURE. 

The Virginia Branch Assigns— Tho Suspension 
Causes General Surprise. 

Richmond, Va., May 20. — The Davis 
Shoe company, a corporation chartered by 
Maine, which operated an extensive factory 
at the state penitentiary, made an assign- 
ment to-day. The liabilities of the Rich- 
mond. branch are S12o,0()0. 

Boston, May "JO — The liabilities of the 
Davis Shoe company, with factories at 
Richmond, Va., Kennebunk, Me., and 
Lynn, Mass., are said to exceed a 
million dollars. Hon. J. Davis, formerly 
president of the corporation, has made a 
personal assignment. The failure created a 
great sensation, for the house was considered 
one of tlie strongest financially. Its credit 
was excellent, although it had been a little 
slow in meeting its bills during the last 
three months. Mr, Davis says the failure 
is as great a surprise to him as to anybody: 
He added that the Potter Lovell failure had 
involved him heavily, but he would not 
state the amount, Davis is of the opinion 
that several other failures must follow his 
own within a few days. 

The Houghton & Godfrey Shoe company 
is in financial trouble. Liabilities, $150,000; 
assets, unknown. The trouble is the re- 
sult of the failure of the Davis Shoe com- 
pany.

ACCUSED OF. HERESY. 

The Rev. ])r. Briggs; an eminent Presby- 
leriau divine of New York, and professor in 
Union Theological Seminary, is accused of 
teaching doctrines not in accordance with 
the Confession of Faith. The New York 
Presbytery took Hit) matter up and appointed 
a committee to examine and report upon an 
address which the rev. gentleman delivered 
on his appointment to t tie college. The 
committee lias reported, and it finds that 
there are passages in the add toss which tire the 
reverse of orthodox according to the Pres- 
byterian standard of orthodoxy. The min 
ority of the committee lias also sent in t 
report which practically upholds Dr. Briggs 
in nil that lie lias said. 

We gather from the reports we have read 
that the Doctor is altogether too lutitudi- 
nariaii in his teachings to suit some of his 
brethren in the ministry. He believes and 
. teaches that good and sincere men may find 
Clod although their creeds may differ very 
widely. A passage is quoted from his 
address which shows that he believes that 
Martineau, a Rationalist; Newman, a Roman 
Catholic ; and SpurgeoUj an . Evangelical 
Protestant, may be equally religious 
and equally safe us far as the 
salvation of their souls is concerned. 
In bis reply to criticisms by Dr. Shctld, 
another Presbyterian divine, who has at- 
tacked the heterodox professor with great 
severity, Dr. Briggs says : 

" If it be heresy to say that rationalists 
like Martineau have found God in the 
reason, and Catholics like Newman have 
found God in the Church, I rejoice in sucli 
heresy, and I do not hesitate to say that I 
have less doubt of the salvation of Marti- 
neau or Newman than I havo of the modern 
pharisee, who would exclude such noble men 
— so pure, so grand, the ornaments of Great 
Britain and the prophets of the age— from 
the kingdom of Cod." 

From this it will lie seen that Dr. Briggs 
'has the courage of his opinions, and that he 
is not either afraid or ashamed to avow 
them in the presence of his accusers. 

Dr. Briggs is also accused of being un- 
sound on the doctrine of the inspiration of 
the Scriptures. He docs not believe in what 
he calls the "inerrancy '' of the Bible. In 
the committee's report the following passage 
is qUoted for condemnation, as in conflict 
with the Confession of Faith : — 

" I shall venture to affirm that, so far as 
I can see, there are errors in the Scriptures 
that no one has been able to explain away, 
and the theory that they were not in the 
original text is sheer assumption, upon 
which no mind can rest with certainty. If 
such errors destroy the authority of the 
Bible, it. is already destroyed for his- 
torians. Men cannot shut their eyes to 
truth and lact. But on. what authority 
do these theologians drive men from 
the Bible by this theory of inerrancy? 
The liiblo itself nowhere makes this claim. 
The creeds of the church nowhere sanction 
it. It 13 a ghost of modern evangelicalism 

to frighten children." 

Wo are not surprised that Presbyterian 
clergymen and Presbyterian laymen are 
allocked and startled by this utterance of 
a teacher of the theology of their Church. 
Anything more uupresbyterian, au it is 
generally understood, than the passage 
quoted above, can hardly bo imagined. 
Yet, Dr. Briggs declares that it is his 
accusers and critics who aie not in agree- 
ment with the Confession of Faith, and 
not he. 

This Professor in a Presbyterian theo- 
logical seminary teaches the doctrine of 
*' progressive sanctiiication," the process 
nob being confined to this life. He has 
what many will look upon as the hardihood 
to declare that — 

" Progressive sanctiiication after death is 
the doctrine of t he Bible and of the Church, 
and it is of vast importance in our times 
that wc should understand it and live in 
accordance with it. The bugbear of a 
judgment immediately after death and tho 
illusion of a magical transformation in the 
dying hour should be banished from tho 
world," 

After reading this, and more to tho same 
effect, wo .expected to see that, this Presby- 
terian divine taught Die doctrine of purgu- 



tory and maintained that it. was a Chris- 
tian's duty to pray for tho dead. l!ut it 
appears that Dr. Briggs has not yet gone 
so far from what nearly all the world be- 
lioves to be the faith of Presbyterians as 
that. 

Dr. Briggs does not want lor audacity. 
He boldly contends that he teaches nothing 
but what is warranted by the Confession of 
Faith. He asserts that his studies for 
many years have qualified him to under- 
stand the Confession of Faith and to lie its 
interpreter. He says: 

"I subscribe sincerely, and without, ex- 
ception and reservation, to the whole doc- 
trine of the Biblej stated in the Westmins- 
ter Confession of Faith, and I charge upon 
Dr. Shedd and other dogmaticians that they 
havo substituted a new doctrine of the 
Scriptures for that taught in the Scripture 
and the Confession." 

It is right to say that the sole accusation 
brought against Dr. Briggs is that of heresy. 
He is a man of pure life and unblemished 
character, and it is easy to see that he 
possesses much more than the ordinary 
share of ability. His case ja now before 
the Courts of the Presbyterian Church in 
the State of New York. It will, no doubt, 
be carried to the Synod, and from that to 
the General Assembly. Although there are 
many opposed to him and his teachings, 
neither arc, by any means, universally con- 
demned by the members of the Cluirch to 
which he belongs. We see that a minority 
of the Committee of Presbytery refused to 
sign the report condemning his address as 
heretical, and there is also a minority in tint 
Presbyterian Church throughout the coun- 
try who believe that he is right, and who 
give him their countenance and support. 
The trial will be long and the controversies 
to which it will, no doubt, give rise, will be 
sharp, so the public may expect to hear a 
great deal in the not remote future about Dr. 
Briggs and his teaching.) and opinions. It 
is said that if he is condemned there will 
be a schism in tho Presbyterian Church of 
America, but we believe that the offorts 
thai will be made to prevent such a result 
will be successful. 

BLAISE'S QUIBBLES. 

Mr. Secretary Blaine in his search lor 
some justification of the claim of the 
United States, to exercise sovereignty over 
Behring's Sea, discovered a British statute 
which gives the Fishing Hoard of Scotland 
authority to malic by-laws, regulating the 
methods of fishing over an area of the sea 
included inside a line drawn from Duncans, 
by Head, in Caithness, to Rattray Point, 
in Aberdeenshire. The line is i;onie 85 
miles long and the area about '2,700 miles in 
extent. Of course the greater part of this 
expanse of sea is more than three miles from 
the shore. The clever Secretary did not 
think it worth his while to enquire whether 
the regulations were intended to affect 
British fishermen alone. He does not say 
whether the Fishing Board ever attempted 
to exercise authority over foreign fishermen 
found catching iish inside the lino between 
the two points specified, when they were 
more than a marine league from the shore. 
If he could show that American or other 
foreign fishing craft had been seized by 
British cruisers on the high seas, within 
this area, and condemned or boarded and 
robbed of their property, the example 
which he cited, might have some 
force. But this he has not been able to 
do and we are therefore justified in con- 
cluding that the by-law which he quotes 
was intended to apply to British fishermen 
only. 

But Mr. Blaine knows of a case where 
the American Government denied the 
claim of Great Britain to exercise juris- 
diction over a part of the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence similarly situated to the bay 
enclosed between Duncansby Head and 
Rattray Point. A glance at a map of the 
Dominion shows that Prince Edward Island 
is, roughly speaking, shaped like a crescent. 
The horns of this crescent, are North Cape 
and East Point. The distance between these 
two points is somewhat more than a hun- 
dred miles. Inside a Hue drawn from the 
East Point to North Cape is perhaps the finest 
fishing ground for mackerel in the world. 
Great Britain many yearsago claimed that the 
whole of this bay was British territory 
and that Americans had no right, to Iish 
in any part of it. The Americans de- 
nounced the claim as outrageous. They 
asserted their right to fish anywhere in 
tho bay three miles from the shore, 
and this three mile limit they maintained 
should not be from a line drawn j 
from headland to headland— that is j 
the lesser headlands— but must follow | 
he sinuosities of the coast. This 
three-mile controversy was kept up for some 
time with a good deal of acerbity on both 
sides, and at last a compromise was effected. 
It was agreed that, the Americans had no 
right to enter bays the entrance to which 
is less than six miles wide. 

It is seen here how exacting the Ameri- 
cans were when it suited their own interests. 
Great Britain could, with far morn reason, 
have claimed to exercise jurisdiction over 
the whole of the Gulf of St. Lawrence than 
the United States could over tho Behring's 
Sea. But the British never claimed that that, 
Gulf was a "mare cluusuni." The American 
fishermen had the right to Iish in any 
part of it three miles from the shore, and 
when Great Britain claimed to exercise 
exclusive jurisdiction over a comparatively 
limited area of that Gulf, lying within two 
points of a small island, they indignantly 
denied the claim and vigorously asserted 
their right to have free range over nearly 
the whole of it, and thoy took good care to 
exercise the right they asserted- If the 
Scotch Bay lay within two headlands of the 
Dominion, and if it were, worth fishing in, 
it would be crowded with Yankeu fishing 
craft perfectly regardless of any by-laws 
that a Fishing Board or a Provincial Legis- 
lature might enact for the regulation of the 
fishery or the preservation of the fish. 



CONVERTS TO HEATHENISM. 

A great deal has been said and written 
about, the converts that have been made to 
Christianity by missionaries to the heathen, 
but very few have heard anything about 
the converts made to heathenism by the 
pundits of the East. But such converts 
have been made, nevertheless, and they do 
not belong to the rude and ignorant masses, 
but to the polished and cultured few. The 
leader of these modern converts to pagan- 
ism was a Madame Blavatsky. She was a 
native of Southern Russia, and was a wo- 
man of ability and intellectual culture. 
After the death of her husband, 
who was a general in the Rus- 
sian army, she travelled in the Fust 
and spent sotue time with the Buddhists of 
Thibet. There apparently she became a 
convert to Buddhism. She came to America, 
where she was a kind of apostle of the 
mystic religion of the Fast. She made 
converts to her " theosophy " among 
educated people. Col. Olcott became her 
co-adjutor in disseminating tho doctrines 
of the Buddhists among the cultivated 
classes of Europe and America. Madame 
Blavatsky wrote books, in which" the 
peculiar system she had adopted was ex- 
pounded, and a magazine was started to 
propagate and defend the old religion 
newly imported into the West. These 
Christian converts to paganism ap- 
pear to be quite well pleased with them- 
selves. In fact from what, we have heard 
arid read of them, we infer that they looked 
with pity on the millions who profess and 
call themselves Christians. The Tlieo- 
sophists, in their opinion, are the people, but 
whether they believe that wisdom has died 
with Madam Blavatsky, remains to be seen. 
They evidently held the high priestess of 
their sect in reverence, and attributed to 
her gifts that but few mortals possess. It 
is not likely that the converts to heathenism 
will increase. The sect, now that its founder 
has gone, will most probably quickly (lie out,

Carries Death anil Destruction in its 
Path-People Slain Without 
Warniiifr- 



Freaks of the Elements — Terrific 
Hail Storm in Texas— Tornado 
in Iowa- 



MEXICO, Mo., May 'JO. — A tornado 
passed three miles north ot here, this af- 
ternoon, in the vicinity of Bean Crock. So 
far as heard from, fifteen houses in the vi- 
cinity of that place wore destroyed, ten or 
twelve persons killed, an equal number fa- 
tally injured and a large number badly 
hurt. 

At the house of a farmer named Duffy, 
John Doerger and family were living. Jas. 
Doerger, aged 16, was killed outright; Liz- 
zie Doerger died in a few minutes ; Mrs. 
Doerger was crushed to death by falling 
timbers, ami Doerger fatally injured. The 
house was entirely swept away. Nothing 
has been heard of Duffy, and it is supposed 
that his body was carried away by t lie cy- 
clone. 

||At the house of William Steinburg, Wil- 
liam Yostrager was killed, his wife badly 
injured and a little girl fatally hurt. Wil- 
liam Steinburg was also fatally injured. 

At the house of E. B. Norris, Gertrude 
Fletcher, daughter of R. S. Fletcher, was 
instantly killed, E. B. Norris fatally in- 
jured, Caleb Norris badly hurt and his wife 
seriously so. Willie Fletcher and his i 
ter.Kute, were instantly killed and the 
bodies terribly mangled. 

At the same place, Mrs. Seal, a widow, 
aged (JO, was fatally hurt, and Mrs. Norris, 
mother of E. B. Norris, killed. F. S. Nor- 
ris was badly hurt. 

The house of Bostov Kunkel was swept 
away and Kunkel killed. A farmer named 
Rogers was killed at that place, also a 
farmer named Crane. Several farm bunds 
in the vicinity of the Kunkel and Rogers 
farms are believed to be killed. Their 
names are unknown. 

Joseph Kendall's house and barn were 
blown away. Kendall had a narrow 
escape. He had just gone to the barn, 
when it was lifted up, leaving him un- 
harmed. James Dillard's house was 
blown away. A mowing machine was 
carried about 100 yards and torn to shreds. 
A large iron roller weighing 1,'200 pound9 
was tnken up and broken to pieces. 

The tornado passed on east, passing Rush 
Hill, one mile north, carrying destruction 
• everywhere. There is no doubt that great 
destruction of property and life occurred 
further east. Great trees were taken up by 
the roots. 

At B. B. Norris' house, he said : " When 
I first noticed the storm the wind blew a 
gale. I was holding my baby in my arms 
when the cyclone struck the house. I was 
'dashed against the house and the baby cur- 
ried a hundred yards and dashed against a 
tree. I picked it up and went back to the 
house, to find the family scattered in every 
direction and badly hurt." 

A great deal of livestock and poultry were 
killed. The width of the cyclone was about 
:!00 yards, and as far as heard from about 
twelve miles long. 

St. Louis, May '20. — Additional particu- 
lars of the terrific hailstorm at Gainesville, 
Tex., are to the effect that the damage is 
about fifty miles in length and from two to 
five in width. The fanners all lost their 
entire possessions. Crops were destroyed 
and houses, fences ami orchards were laid 
waste by the wind, liirils and .small ani- 
mals were killed by thousands by the hail- 
storm, but no person is reported hurt. 

A Special to the Republic from Central ia, 
Mo., Bays : A fatal and destructive tornado 
passed a mile north, this morning. A num- 
ber of persons were injured, some fatally, 
and fifteen dwellings leveled to the ground. 

BED Oak, la.. May 'JO. — A serious cyclone 
is reported to have passed through part of 
Iowa, doing considerable damage to fruit 
and shade trees, fences and small buildings. 
No one was injured, so far as known. 

CabsoK, Nev., May 'JO. — Heavy rains fell 
all day, and it is now snowing. Carson 
river is rising rapidly, coming into business 
houses on Main street ami ICmpirc. ff the 
storm keeps up a little longer the cro] 
Nevada will bo heavier than ever bcf< 
Every stream and rivulet is swolcn to 
utmost capacity. 
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from Servian territory, says great crowds 
of people gathered in the streets adjacent 
to the hotel at which she 8 topped, await- 
ing an opportunity to sec her. Many lead- 
ing ladies of fashionable circles visited 
Natalie at night and welcomed her to Hun- 
gary. 

NEWS FROM NELSON. 

(From the Miner.) 1 
H. F. Keefcr has finished his grading con- 
tract on the Columbia & Kootenay railway, 
and the force employed has scattered. Some 
of the men went over to the Great North- 
ern, others to the coast and to eastern 
Canada. 

It is understood that E. S. Topping has 
disposed of all his mining interests in Trail 
Creek district to Spokane parties. The con- 
sideration is stated at §00,000, part of the 
purchase price being Spokane real estate. 

Over $400 was taken in at the mining re- 
corder's office at Ainsworth last month for 
recording claims and bills of sale. 

James Turley and John Sanderson came 
in from Hall Creek the fore part of the 
week anil remained for a day or two. They 
report the boys on the creek getting in 
readiness to begin sluicing, one company 
having their boxe3 set. A number of good- 
sized nuggets have already beon found, and 
Mr. Turley says that part of the creek will 
pay to work. The bed-rock is too smooth 
in places to hold gold ; but in other places 
it is rough, and from the tests he has made 
he is satisfied the pay will he from .*(> to §10 
a day to the man. The snow is all gone, 
and the creek is booming. 

At Ainsworth, Dr. Henry, of Spokune, is 
building a drug store ; Roderick McLeod, a 
-'5x100 foot addition to his hotel ; Olson .t 
Williamson, a HOxOO two-story hotel ; Wil- 
son it Perdue, a one and a half-story 
meat market ; and Spokane Mercantile Co. 
are making preparations to build a store. 
At Nelson, work is being carried on, on the 
International hotel, R. E. Lemon's hard- 
ware store, tile Clark & Maloue building, 
the Nelson hotel, the Tolson building, G.U. 
Buchanan's two residences, T. C. Collins' 
residence, Joseph Duhamel's residence, the 
Houston it Ink block, and on several small 
additions to stores and hotels. About 00 
mechanics are employed in all in the two 
towns. 

Work at the Poormau mine w ill bo re- 
sumed next week, James Croniu, the 
superintendent, having arrived from the 
Cobut d'Alene country to-day. The mill 
was started up this morning on a trial run 
of Wild Cat ore. About 2;> men will bo 
employed in the mine and mill. 

The Dictator is a Hot Springs claim on 
which a good deal of work has been done. 
A tunnel taps the ledge, and a good head- 
way is being made in sinking a shaft. 
In the latter, fine specimens of native 
silver are found intermixed with the galena, 
and the owners of the property are greatly 
elated. 

Iu Hot Springs district, Tom .McLeod is 
at work on the Snclling ; W. W. Spraguc 
on the Tenderfoot ; Frank Pitch on the 
Union, and Foreman Trewartheu on the 
Fourth. The latter is a property owned by 
G. C. Howe, of Duluth, Minnesota. A 
tunucl is being run on it to tap the ledge, 
which is not expected to be far distant, as 
the rock in the tunnel face is more Of less 
mineralized. W. A. Donaldson, treasurer 
of the Columbia Mining company of 
Spokane, is also on the ground making pre- 
parations to work the several claims owned 
by the company. Four or five men are at 
work stoping ore on the Number Owe, and 
others will, no doubt, be put on when Mr. 
Boyle returns from Revelslokc, id'iing to- 
wards the latter end of the month.. 

As a result of the transfer of the Wheeler 
interests in Hot Springs district to \V. L. 
Hoge, of Anaconda, Montana, sampling and 
concentrating works will shortly be erected 
at some point iu the district —probably at 
Ainsworth The works will be built by 
J. O. Swift, of Hailey, Idaho, who paid a 
first visit to the district this week. Mr. 
Swift has bad considerable experience as a 
mining operator, at present being the owner 
of several properties iu the Wood river 
country, Idaho. He says reduction works 
in Canada for the treatment of lead ores is- 
not a business proposition at present, 
owing to the fact that the ores 

can be concentrated down so that 

the concentrates carry almost as 
large a percentage of lead as would the pro- 
duct of a smelter. Until a refinery is 
creeled in Canada the bullion will have to 
be shipped to the United States for final 
treatment, and the freight charges andduty 
on concentrates would be no more than on 
bullion. Mr. Swift is of opinion that the 
Krao, one of the McCune company proper- 
ties, wili be a great mine — in t ime equal to 
the Silver King. The McCune party left 
for Montana on Monday. Scott McDonald 
will return and superintend mining oper 

tions as soon as additional machinery can 
be got in. Mr. McCune and Mr. G lege rich 
expect to be back again in June, the latter 
with the intention of remaining to manage 
the business afl'uirs of the coinjiany.
